REYKJAVIK, Iceland (AP)— 


Max Conrad, America's flying 
grandfather, is reported in "fine 
shape" after being rescued from 
the Greenland icecap where he 
crashlanded 
a 
single-engine 


plane. 


It was the 62-year-old pilot's 


first crash in nearly 14 years of 
criss-crossing oceans delivering 
single-engine planes lo custom- 
ers. 


By his reckoning, he was mak- 


ing his 100th Iransallanlic solo 
flight Tuesday. Apparently trou-

No Halt to

WASHINGTON (AP)—Caught 


in the squeeze of international 
trade negotiations, the Johnson 
aclministralion may be stockpil- 
ing some election troubles by re- 
sisting legislation to cut meat 
imports. 


Republicans contend that the 


Western prairies are on fire 
with protests of cattle and sheep 
raisers. Sen. Roman L. Hruska, 
R-Neb., contends some cattle- 
men arc "going broke" because 
of boosted imports of beef, veal 
and million under voluntary 
agreements with Australia and 
New Zealand.

onstrated by the action of Sen- 
ate majority leader Mike Mans- 
field of Montana in proposing 
quotas which would limit such 
imports to the average of 1959-

Often 
their childhood, and 


heir environment conditioned 
hese men to infidelity. Some- 
imes the process has been 
started by a mother who was 
oo preoccupied or too busy to 
how affection for her young 
on. Sometimes 
both parents 


were harsh and cold. Because 
of it, the man as a boyfailed 
to mature emotionally or ac- 
quire a capacity for love. His 
mother gave him scant affec- 
tion, so his ability to love re- 
mained undeveloped, a childish 
emotion. It is still demanding, 
selfish, and insecure. 


Later, when these men re-

Psychiatrists believe that out- 
side pressures—social, econom- 
ic, and legal—account for only 
20 per cent of what restrains 
men from infidelity, and that 
80 per cent comes from within 
the man, himself. 


Men (hat philander in mar- 


riage suffer from a lack of fu- 
sion between sex and love. And 
only within the past few dec- 
ades 
have 
many 
men 
and 


women begun to join the two. 
The result is a new pattern of 
marriage, a joining together of 
two people 
of equal status, 


bound by love and common in- 
terests. 


In the new relationship, sex 


is enmeshed in the entire love 
experience of affection and life- 
long companionship. And when 
sex is completely fused with 
love, it cannot be practiced out- 
side of marriage. That is, not 
without disturbing the personal- 
ity of the unfaithful partner and 
his relationship with his wife. 


Psychiatrist Dr. Henry Sulli- 


van finds that love exists when 
satisfaction, or the security of 
another person becomes as sig- 
nificant as one's own satisfac- 
tion or security. If marriage in- 
volves love of this kind, the 
basic force that makes a 


faithful becomes clear. His wife 
is the dearest-part of himself, 
and he cannot endure to hurt 
that part.

Pakistan and 
Red China in

NEW DELHI, India (AP) - 


The 
Indian 
government 
has 


learned that Communist China 
and Pakistan have agreed to co- 
ordinate foreign and military 
policies affecting India, a high 
government official said today. 


The official, who declined to
